But pray, Mr, **, how can 
they have a Right to be called Chriſtians, 
when their Farth is but 1700 Years old? Is 
1700 Years, as old as the Creation ? You may 
ſee what ſort of Learning theſe Imaginers 
have! and that their Chriſtianity—as they 
call it-and ours, are tuo as afferent things 
as can be. But I won't expoſe 'em further, 
on this Head, at preſent, I'll only work chem

And what do they mean by affixing their 
certain--what d'ye call em Ideas (I think 
they are) to certain Sounds; and ſuch like 
Stuff? No ſuch things, I am ſure, enter in- 
to our Heads. On the contrary, the very 
Sounds of our Hebrew Words, and the Ler- 
ters (which, as we have managed 'em, are 
not to ſound at all) are perfectly expreſſive of ' 
the Things themſelves : and thoſe Things are 
expreſſible by no other Seunds, or Words, in 
the World. How then ſhould they be com- 
municated in Heathen Greet? Let them an- 
ſwer me that! Now, as to your F:xes, ſurely 
we muſt know more of them than any body 
elſe. Have not we our Afixes, and Suffixes, 


and Prefixes, and Poſtifixes, and Profixes, for 


that matter, without Number, and, we hope, 


without Reaſon ? And don't we manage them 
ſo, that we can make the Hebrew Lip pro- 
nounce juſt what we have a mind ? Indeed, 
a Lip or a Language (call it which you will, 
for once) i is not worth being inſpired with, it 
it can't be made to ſpeak to our own Pur- 
poſe.

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Books, I have been working; and that is 
Tho” they are pretended to contain ſeveral 
Matters of - Revelation, the Imaginers can't 
deny but they are full of Reaſon ; and even 
go fo far as to allow, yea recommend, Mora- 
lity. Very pretty, indeed! To give into a 
Scheme, that the Inaginers will work up, to 
the Poſſibility of Natural Religion; and 

that G*#, of his infinite Mercy, did not cre- 
ate every Body to be d*** but us! No, no; 
we ſhall never allow that! I hope, I have 
ſufficiently demonſtrated before, that, (as we 
have managed the.

When your cur- 
fed Dogs, the Apoſtates, have digeſted this, 
I'll give them another Bone to pick, 
But, perhaps, it may be aſked, Why we 
HR nt, have ſuch a mortal Averſion from 
Reaſon and Morality? Why, Mr, ***, as 
you are a Friend, I'll tell you---The one ſpcils 
our Religion, and the other cramps our Plea- 
ſures : and fo we are reſolved to hoot em 
bath out o' the World.

We can anſwer in the 
Negative, and our boldeſt Adverſaries can't 
gainſay it. What a P** ! Is not this more 
conſiſtent, than to pretend to Reaſon, and yet 
act n. eaſonably | ? or to inſiſt upon Morality, 
and yet be, what they call, 2mmoral? Thele 
many of your Imaginers do! Now, when 
we drink, or wh**, or do other neceſſary, 
conflitutional, Acts, we are not aſhamed of 
them! We don't pretend they are contrary 
to our Principles, For, if there is no ſuch 
thing as Reaſon, at all, there can be 0 Rea- 
fon againſt them. Let your Apr/tates and 
Neaſoners chew upon that! Though we 
don't allow there can be Natural Religion, 

Mr. ***, we agree to every thing elſe, that 
8 nl And, herein, if we have not 
Reaſon, we have Revelation to back us:

So that every one will help to pelt that 
heatheniſh Beaſt, the Turk : Whereas many 
ſtaunch Friends to the Church would be un- 
willing to throw Dirt at his Holineſs — 
eſpecially, now, in his Jubilee Dreſs ! Then, 
Fou ſee, the Conſequence is plain — While 
the Imaginers are gaping and ſtaring about 
for Mahomet, we let the good Pope in, at 
the back Door; and the Work's done. Rea- 
ſon muſt vaniſh - Morality may go to the 
D*, while DI:fallibilifty and Plenitude of 
Power perch up in their Places. Let the 
Mob cry out, O the Wh*#* of Babylon, then, 
if they v, or dare ! 

I ſhall trouble myſelf with but one Argu- 
ment more; tho' I have a thouſand in my 
Budget, equally good as thoſe, I have pro- 
duc'd.
